Pittsburg a Place of Much Note in
Presbyterian Annals,

REVISION COMMITTEE MEBTING

Noted Divines Who Will Preach in the Twe
Cities To-Morrow.

GLEANINGS FROM CHURCH FIELDS

The fact that the Presbyterian Commitlee
on Revislon of the Westminster Confession
of Faith chose Pittsburg as thelplace for
their meeting, is evidence that here is ope
of the strongholds of the Presbyterian faith.
Our ity is bound to oecupy 8 prominent
place in the history of American Presby-
terianism. More than & hall s century ago
this was the field where the giantsof this
denomination measured swords over Albert
Baraes, who was the leader in the new
school movement, which ultimately seps-
rated from the Presbyterian Church. After
& separation of 30 years, old and new school
concluded to come together, and in 1860 the
union was consommated in this eity,

Here the United Presbyterian Church
started on its career in the year 1839, be-
ing made up of two factions in the Presby-
terian army. All signs point to the ulti-
mate union of the various brancches of the
Presbyterian order, and, when the good
tioe comes, there ls little doubt that the
place which will be chosen for the marringe
will be our own ecity. With the same
